Like many other of the "new" pro­ 
fessions, dentistry is a very old one, 
It is known that 400 years before tha 
beg inning of the Christian era Eg yp­ 
tian dentists filled teeth with g old, but 
no trace of their methods of doing their 
work has ever been found. 
Aesrula- 
plus, the patron of physicians, was the 
first famous dentist iu Roman history, 
and the old Romans u>ed a toothpick 
very much like the little wooden one 
that is made today. 
Tbe Arabians 
a g es ag o produced a dentifrice, but it 
soon seemed to be very g enerally used. 
The story of dentistry is told iu the 
instruments it has employed. 
As ther 
are known today they had their be­ 
g inning in the sixteenth century, but 
their evolution has been slow. 
In the 
Harvard I>ental school in Boston there 
Is a collection of instruments used by 
dentists in the first half of the last cen­ 
tury. 
One of the formidable tools it 
includes is what was called a key, 
doubtless 
from 
its 
peculiar 
shape, 
which was used for extracting teeth, 
the process l>eiug to slowly and pain­ 
fully twist and pry the offending molar 
out of its place. 
In order that no mis­ 
take should be made the dentist beg an 
operations by hammering and prod­ 
ding one tooth after another with a 
sort of bludg eon until he had satisfied 
himself—not to mention the tortured 
patient—that he had found the most 
sensitive one and therefore the most 
likely candidate for extraction. 
The g randfathers of the delicate steel 
tools that lie in row* on the modem 
deitist’s table were small in number, 
but larg e in awfulness. 
Tliere are in 
the Harvard collection chisels and mal­ 
lets, rude forceps for removing the 
teeth, miniature crowbars used to re 
pair cavities for filling , files for sharp­ 
ening the cutting and g rinding sur 
faces of teeth and one particularly 
horrid instrument, known as the pel 
ican, with which teeth were “ lifted.’’ 
How rapidlj* and recently dentistry 
has become one of the 
important 
■ciences appears in the fact that in 
the middle of the last century black­ 
smiths were doing their liest—or worst 
—to relieve the victims of the tooth 
ache, -while today institutions like the 
I Harvard Dental school attract stu 
dents from all over the world.

sides, while it was sure torture to g o

old days,” such a visit now is com 
parntively comfortable, so far has the 
profession g one in the direction of per 
forming iis operations without caus­ 
ing tmin.

Then before 
there is the tael of Shang hai, which 
weig hs 36.6, and the revenue tael, used 
in valuing imports and exports, and 
each larg e city has its own, that of 
Tientsin worth from 4 to 6 per cent 
more than that of Shang hai. Business 
estimated in taels is carried on by the 
use of Spanish dollars or ■diver ing ots. J

pies, however, are g ood at all seasons, 
and there are few thing s more attrac­ 
tive than huckleberry and other fruit 
pies even in tbe hottest dog days. There 
are also many g ood cold meat pies 
which are welcome at picnics. 
When 
preparing a chicken or meat pie it Is 
always better to add a little baking 
powder to tbe reg ular rule for ordinary 
pie crust. 
Add one cup of butter to every two 
cups of flour (pastry flour). Then chop 
tog ether in a wooden bowl, with an 
ordinary old fashioned chopping knife, 
until the mixture is broken Into s nail 
bits the size of peas. 
Add half a cup 
of ice water. 
Mix with a knife, then 
beat and turn and beat and turn until 
the whole Is smooth, but full of lig ht­ 
ness. 
This pounding and turning Is 
better If done upon a marble board In 
a cool storeroom or cellar. Never touch 
the pustry with a spoon or the hand, 
but with a knife; then put It where It 
will become Ice cold and hard before 
rolling it out.

Attorney General Stead on Recent 
Ruling in J ustice Business. 
An interp retation of a section of the 
Illinois statutes th at never before has 
* stranger to him. 
been passed upon will be of interest 
to state’s attorney s and lawy ers gen­ 
erally throughout the state. 
A ttor­ 
ney General Stead, in an opinion just 
rendered, expresses the opinion th at 
the people are not entitled to 
a 
change of venue in a preliminary 
hearing of a man 
charged with a 
criminal offense. 
Preliminary bear­ 
ings are provided for under a special 
statute, which 
provides th at the 
person 
under 
arrest may have a 
change of venue 
The statute being silent with re­ 
spect to the people’s right, the a ttor­ 
ney general believes th at the people 
cannot take a change|of venue in such 
cases. The status of a preliminary 
hearing is similar to a grand jury 
inq uisition and is not a trial, hence 
there is no defendant and no plaintiff. 
In the same connection the attor­ 
ney general is of tbe opinion th at th e 
people are entitled to a change of 
venue under the affidavit of the state ’s 
attorney , in a proceeding before a jus­ 
tice of the peace when the punish­ 
ment is by tine only and not to exceed 
$200 
In another opinion Attorney Gen­ 
eral Stead Interprets the law to mean 
th at if a justice of tbe peace issues a 
w arrant for the arrest of the criminal 
and the arrest does not take place un­ 
til after the justice’s term of office has 
expired, the case may he taken before 
another justice or judge in the same 
county . 
Also, if a criminal is fined $1 
and costs and pay s the dollar and not 
the costs, after an exeoution 
is issued 
and a return made “ no 
property 
found,” the defendant may he ar­ 
rested.

The modern cutaway sprang from 
the body fitting justaucoiq - of the 
French as known to the courtiers of 
Louis XIV. nr ' Louis XV., and the gar­ 
ment was in turn probably evolved 
from the fr > k or tunic worn iu the 
fourteenth century. 
The first trace of a cutaway in any­ 
thing like its present form, sa ys the 
Sartorial Art J ournal, i. seen in old 
prints of French military uniforms, 
early in the eighteenth century. 
For 
civilian use it was worn in England 
about 1 7H5 as a riding coat, tlie tails 
being very long. 
In I 'O.'i ii was adopt­ 
ed in France for walking as well as for 
riding and was then in shape and cut 
much nearer the modern cuta wa y than 
any of its pm leco 
s. though it was 
usually double breasted. 
Early in the nineteenth century th" 
cutaway had eight or nine buttons, 
only the fourth, fifth and sixth being 
used. 
This admitted of the wearer 
showing his neckcloth, fancy wa ist­ 
coat and frilled shirt to tin* 1 
vantage. 
Not till 1S40 or thereabout 
did the cutaway become almos; i lenti- 
cal with the modern garment a id si ce 
then the changes in its shape have 
been comparatively slight. 
In l'Gl th«* 
word “ cutaway” became a fixture in 
the language. 
The old colonial uniform worn by 
Washington, with its flap s buttoned 
back; the coat worn by Nelson a* the 
b a ttles of St. Vincent, the N ile and 
Trafalgar, and the coat worn by Napo­ 
leon when on liis way to St. Helena 
were all in a general way similar to 
the cutaway frock. 
The conventional dress coat of our 
time is a r 'fined younger brother, so 
to speak, <r *’ A cutaway frock, and 
for it we are indebted to tin* French, 
who on the other han l credit the Eng­ 
lish with originating ihe coat that has 
evolved 
'o our double breasted frock.

Into Fran c by Montesquieu in the
